FOR  THE  YEaR  ENDED  31st  DECEMBER.  1961. 


To:  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
DaPFIELD  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  sixth  annual  Report  on  tho 
health  and  social  conditions  of  your  district  for  the  year  ended 
31st  December,  1961. 

You  will  recall  that  last  year  showed  an  extremely  high  infant 
mortality  rate,  but  this  has  returned  to  roughly  the  national  average  in 
1961.  In  small  districts  such  as  this  the  only  true  guide  is  to  take  an 
average  over  something  like  a ten  year  period.  I have  done  this  for 
Darfield  and  the  infant  mortality  rate  over  the  past  ten  years  works  out 
at  21.9  per  1,000  live  births.  This  is  extremely  close  indeed  to  the 
national  average  and  rather  bolow  the  County  average. 

There  has  been  a slight  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths,  and  I feel 
mention  should  be  made  of  the  fact  that  four  males  died  from  Cancer  of  Lung 
or  Bronchus  in  1961,  compared  with  only  one  in  I960,  This  cause  now  accounts 
for  more  than  half  of  the  cancer  deaths  in  males. 

Progress  in  the  fiold  of  vaccination  and  immunisation  was  again 
maintained,  and  the  position  can  bo  regarded  generally  with  some 
satisfaction. 

I would  like  to  take  the  opportunity  to  thank  the  Members  of  the 
Council  for  their  continued  interest  in  all  matters  relating  to  tho 
health  of  the  district,  my  Divisional  Health  Staff  for  their  willing 
assistance,  and  your  Surveyor  and  Public  Health  Inspector, 

Mir.  F.  J.  Andrews,  for  his  help  and  co-operation.  Ho  has  prepared  that 
part  of  the  report  dealing  with  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the 
district.

VITAL  STATISTICS 


Population 

At  mid  1961  tho  Registrar  General’s  estimated  population  was  6,890, 
as  compared  with  6,640  at  mid  I960.  The  annual  increase  of  population 
showing  the  excess  of  births  over  deaths  was  48  compared  with  75  in  I960. 

Live  Births 

The  number  of  births  registered  during  the  year  was  120  of  whom  65 
wore  males  and  55  females.  There  were  7 illegitimate  births  of  5.8  of  the 
total  births  registered. 

Tho  Registrar  General  again  supplied  a comparability  factor  for  tho 
births  in  1961,  which  relates  the  proportion  of  women  of  child-bearing  age  in 
the  area  with  the  proportion  in  a standard  population.  Tho  crude  birth  rato 
multiplied  by  the  comparability  factor  gives  an  adjusted  birth  rate  which  is 
comparable  with  similar  adjusted  rates  for  other  districts  and  with  the  rate 
for  the  country  as  a whole.  The  adjusted  birth  rato  for  your  district  was 
17.4  per  1,000  estimated  population,  as  compared  with  21,4  per  1,000  estimated 
population  for  i960  and  is  now  oxactly  average  for  England  and  Wales.

Deaths 

The  total  number  of  deaths  last  year  was  72  comprised  of  48  males  and 
24  females.  The  adjusted  death  rate,  which  is  the  crude  death  rate  multiplied 
by  the  comparability  factor,  was  13.1  per  1,000  estimated  population  as 
compared  with  12.5  per  1,000  estimated  population  for  the  previous  year  and 
with  12.0  per  1,000  estimated  population  for  England  and  Wales.  The 
principal  causes  of  death  in  order  of  numerical  importance  were:  heart  and 
circulatory  diseases,  cancer  and  respiratory  diseases. 
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Infant  and  Pori-natal  Mortality 


Thera  wore  3 infant  deaths  in  your  area  last  year,  throe  less  than  in 
I960.  This  gives  an  infant  mortality  rato  of  25.0  per.  1,000  live  births  as 
compared  with  42.3  for  the  previous  year  and  with  21.4  for  England  and  Wales. 
The  neo-natal  rate  was  25.0  per  1,000  and  the  illegitimate  death  rate  was 
Nil.

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  a part-time  officer  of  the  Council  but 
is  engaged  on  whole-tine  Public  Health  work,  being  also  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  the  surrounding  districts  and  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer  for 
Division  No. 25  of  the  West  Riding  County  Council.  One  Public  Health  Inspector 
is  employed  by  the  Council,  ho  also  undertakes  the  duties  of  Surveyor. 


General  Hospitals

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Services 

Infant  Welfare  Clinics  are  held  at  the  methodist  Church,  Barnsley  Read, 
on  Wednesday  afternoons,  2.0  p.m.  to  4.0  p.m.  Ante-natal  clinics  arc  huld 
in  tho  sane  promises  on  Friday  mornings. 

Laboratory  Service 

The  laboratory  service  was  provided  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
in  Wakefield,  a national  service  under  tho  control  of  the  medical  Research 
Council.  Tho  laboratory  is  equipped  to  deal  with  all  bacteriological  and 
pathological  examinations,  and  a complete  investigation  is  undertaken  and 
report  furnished  for  every  specimen  sent  for  examination. 

Samples  of  milk  taken  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  for  chemical 
analysis  were  examined  by  the  Public  .analyst  at  the  oxpenso  of  the  County 
Council.

Scarlet  Fever 

1 case  of  Scarlet  Fever  was  notified  in  1961,  compared  with  3 cases 
in  the  previous  year. 


Measles 

1961  was  a year  of  high  incidence  in  the  area  as  a whole,  and  in 
Darfield  128  cases  wore  notified,  compared  with  44  in  the  previous  year. 

Smallpox 

No  case  of  Smallpox  occurred  during  the  year.  The  number  of  infants 
vaccinated  was  146,  compared  with  155  in  the  previous  year.  This  decline 
is  probably  accounted  for  by  the  lower  number  of  births  occurring  in  the 
district. 

Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough 

No  case  of  Diphtheria  was  notified  during  the  year,  and  only  one  case 
of  Whooping  Cough  was  notified  compared  with  26  in  I960.  Immunisation  against 
Diphtheria  continued  on  roughly  the  same  level  as  previously  with  90.4/2  of  all 
children  betwocn  0-15  years  immunised j 72.2/2  being  in  the  0 - 4 years  age 
group,  and  98.4/2  in  tho  5-15  years  ago  group.

Immunisation  against  Whooping  Cough  showed  511  children  in  the  0-4  years 
ago  group  had  boon  protected  in  Darfield.  This  represents  77.5^,  compared 
with  68.3/£  in  tho  previous  year. 

Poliomyelitis 

No  case  of  Poliomyolitis  occurred  during  the  year.  Immunisation 
continued  and  during  the  year  392  children,  105  young  persons  and  47  others 
wore  immunised  with  two  doses,  making  a total  of  544  for  tho  year.  The 
total  immunised  in  Darfield  now  stands  at  3,170,  of  whom  2,473  have 
received  a third  dose  and  of  theso  580  have  received  a fourth  dose.  It 
will  be  appreciated  that  fourth  doses  are  limited  to  children  in  primary 
school  life. 

Food  Poisoning 

No  case  of  Food  Poisoning  occurred  during  the  year. 


Pneumonia 


Lobar  and  Primary  Pneumonias  notified  during  the  year  amounted  to  9 
casos.  Five  such  cases  occurred  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  year,  and 
were  associated  with  an  outbreak  of  Influenza  in  the  district. 

Tuberculosis 

There  were  two  new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  during  the  yoar, 
compared  with  3 Pulmonary  casos  in  i960.  I am  happy  to  report  that  no 
deaths  occurred  from  tho  disease  during  the  yoar.

Mr.  Chairman,  & Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1961. 

This  year  has  been  a year  of  planning  for  the  futuro  regarding,  housing, 
sewage  disposal  and  playing  fields. 

With  the  new  area  for  housing  on  Snape  Hill  Road,  now  being  planned, 
will  come  the  Council’s  next  Slum  Clearance  Programme  to  clear  some  66 
houses  in  George  Stroot,  New  Street,  Pitt  Street  and  Snape  Hill  Rood. 
During  the  year  the  Council  received  a Slum  Clearance  report  which  was 
accepted  to  include  the  66  houses  immediately  the  noxt  housing  programme 
commenced  and  then  a further  54  houses  during  the  following  five  yoars. 
When  these  120  housos  have  boon  demolished  the  major  part  of  the  unfit 
houses  will  have  boon  dealt  with  but  there  are  certain  other  areas  which 
will  then  havo  to  be  considered  such  as,  Havelock  Street,  where  the 
properties  are  coming  into  the  Slum  Cloaranco  catagory.. 

During  tho  year  tho  Council  passed  a byelaw  that  all  solid  fuel 
appliances  in  new  properties  must  be  capable  of  burning  Smokeless  Fuel. 

I fool  that  this  is  a stop  which  will  no  doubt  open  the  door  to  smokless 
zones  being  considered  in  the  futuro. 

It  is  oxpected  that  a long  noeded  playing  aroa  will  bo  provided  in 
Bly  Road,  in  July,  1962.  The  grass  tennis  courts  in  tho  Welfaro  Park 
were  converted  to  hard  courts. 

Considerable  expense  is  still  being  incurred  by  malicious  damage  to 
bus  shelters,  public  convonionces  and  street  lighting. 

I should  like  to  expross  my  thanks  to  tho  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
and  other  members  of  tho  Staff  for  thoir  willing  co-operation  at  all,  times. 

I am  gratoful  to  the  Chairman  and  all  members  of  tho  Council  for  their 
continued  support  throughout  the  year.

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1.  HOUSING 

Although  no  now  council  houses  have  been  built  this  year  a great  deal 
of  thought  and  planning  has  beon  gone  into  the  future  developnent  of  the 
100  acres  of  land  now  scheduled  for  residential  use.  The  16  acres  to  be 
built  on  very  shortly  will  contain  houses  of  an  entirely  new  design  for 
the  Urban  District  area.  There  will  bo  few  semi-detached  houses  but  new 
terraces  of  housos  will  bo  based  on  similar  designs  to  those  of  tho  new 
towns  which  have  beon  built  up  and  down  tho  country.  One  of  the  main  reasons 
for  tho  terrace  typo  of  house  is  the  increased  density  of  housing  the 
Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  now  require  and  this  now  layout 
will  be  built  at  a density  of  17  housos  to  the  acre.  It  is  hoped  that 
small  flats  may  bo  incorporated  on  tho  site. 

2.  TOWN  AND  COUNTRY  PLANNING 

The  Council  continued  to  operate  as  in  previous  years  delegated  powers 
from  the  West  Riding  County  Council  under  the  Town  and  Country  Planning  Act, 
1947.  During  tho  year  155  planning  proposals  were  rocoivod  and  dealt  with. 

The  relationship  between  tho  Council  and  the  County  Planning  Officer 
was  at  all  times  most  cordial  and  no  unnecessary  delay  occurred  in  arriving 


at  a docision.

6.  FOOD  PREMISES 

There  was  continued  improvement  during  the  yoar  to  premises  within 
the  area.

8.  SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL

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DIVISIONAL  REPORT 


Vital  Statistics 

I have  compiled  a comparative  tablo  of  the  vital  statistics  for  each  of 
the  County  districts  comprising  Division  No. 25,  which  I foci  nay  bo  of  interest 
to  each  separate  authority  in  assessing  how  they  stand  in  relation  to  the  local 
figures  generally. 

Births 

The  number  of  live  births  registered  in  the  area  in  1961  was  1,264,  which 
was  32  fewer  than  in  the  previous  year.  This  is  equivalent  to  a crude  birth 
rate  of  l6.6  por  1^000  compared  with  16,7  per  1,000  in  the  previous  year.  Of 
these  births  39  were  illegitimate  which  represents  3.1$  of  the  total  oirths. 

Stillbirths 

There  were  29  stillbirths  during  the  year,  compared  with  24. in  the  previous 
year.  This  gives  a stillbirth  rate  of  22.4  compared  with  18.2  for  the  previous 
year  and  with  18.7  for  England  and  Wales. 

Deaths 


The  deaths  assigned  to  the  divisional  area  after  the  addition  and  deduction 
of  inward  and  outward  transfers  was  849,  which  was  exactly  90  more  than  in  the 
previous  year.  This  gives  a crude  death  rate  for  the  division  of  11.1  compared 
with  9.8  in  the  previous  year.  You  will  notice  in  the  table  that  this  is  lower 
than  any  of  the  other  figures  given  for  individual  districts,  but  the  other 
figures  show  adjusted  rates.  Unfortunately,  no  adjusted  rate  is  available  for 
the  division. 

Infant  Mortality 


There  were  28  infant  deaths  in  the  division  during  tho  year,  exactly  the 
same  as  in  the  provious  year.  20  of  these  deaths  occurred  in  tho  neo-natal 
period,  compared  with  21  in  tho  provious  y^ar.  This  gives  an  infant  mortality 
rate  for  tho  division  of  22.9  as  compared  with  21.6  for  the  previous  year. 

You  will  appreciate  that  this  is  very  close  to  the  national  average  with  the 
administrative  County  standing  at  24.6  and  with  England  and  Wales  at  21.4. 

Smallpox  Vaccination 

There  has  been  some  improvement  in  the  number  of  children  vaccinated  against 
tho  disease  during  the  year  1961.  During  the  year  554  children  were  vaccinated, 
and  this  compares  with  495  in  I960,  but  with  678  in  1959.  Last  year  I did 
express  some  fear  that  tho  changing  age  group  would  result  in  some  permanent 
falling  off  in  the  numbor  of  children  vaccinated.  This  appears  to  havo  been 
tho  case. 

Whooping  Cough  and  Diphtheria  Immunisation 

Substantial  progress  was  made  during  the  yoar  in  immunising  children  against 
both  disoascs.  The  percentage  of  children  under  tho  ago  of  15  years  immunised 
against  Diphtheria  rose  from  74.0$  to  80.4$  during  1961.  The  pre-school  group 
rose  from  60.2$  to  69.5$  and  the  school  group  rose  from  80.6$  to  84.6$. 
Immunisation  against  Whooping  Cough  also  showed  some  improvement  with  69.0$ 
of  tho  0-4  age  group  population  immunised,  an  increase  of  almost  9$. 

Poliomyelitis  Vaccination 

Detailed  statistics  of  Poliomyelitis  vaccination  carried  out  to  dato  is 
given  in  the  appropriate  tables.  Summarising  those,  28,600  people  have  received 
two  doses  of  vaccine  and  of  those  23,915  havo  received  a third  doso  - quite 
a creditable  rosponso.  It  will  bo  noted  from  the  table  that  there  is  a gross 
disparity  between  tho  districts  in  the  column  headed  "4th  Doses",  out  tho 
reason  for  this  is  that  tho  majority  of  those  doses  wore  carried  out  in  the 
month  of  August,  by  Dr.  Brovin  who  was  not  on  holiday,  and  before  it  could  bo 
extended  to  tho  remainder  of  the  Division  shortage  of  vaccine  prevented  further 
work.

School  Health  Service 


Substantial  progross  was  made  with  routine  school  medical  inspection  during 
the  year,  although  the  total  number  of  children  inspected  only  rose  by  300. 

Many  schools  were  visited  which  were  long  over -due,  and  that  in  itself  is  a 
very  satisfactory  achievement.  Table  I shows  the  work  carried  out  by  the 
school  health  service  during  the  year. 

Tvi.qnt.nny  Toting  of  School  Entrants 

This  service  continued  during  the  year  with  very  satisfactory  results. 

It  has  now  become  a matter  of  course  that  tho  number  of  children  positive 
because  of  B.C.G,  Vaccination  far  exceeds  those  who  aro  positivo  for  natural 
reasons. 

Contact  tracing  from  one  of  the  six  casos  concerned  led  to  the  detection 
of  one  adult  active  case  and  another  child  with  a primary  focus  in  the  family. 
This  is  regarded  as  an  important  preventive  measure.  See  Table  II.

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Chiropody  Sorvice 


Tablo  III  shows  tho  work  carried  out  by  the  Chiropody  Service  during 
the  yoar.  In  six  of  the  districts  the  service  is  run  as  a direct  service  of 
the  County  Council,  but  in  Barfield  the  Trustees  of  the  Barfield  Nurse’s  Horn 
have  continued  to  run  their  scheme  very  successfully  on  an  agency  basis  for 
the  County  Council.  This  year  I have  managed  to  obtain  some  estimates  of 
tho  population  of  people  of  pensionable  age  in  each  district.  This  has 
enabled  me  to  give  an  approximate  number  of  pensioners  who  are  availing 
themselvos  of  tho  service.  This  has  shown  that  tho  domand  is  remarkably 
constant  from  district  to  district  with  tho  possible  exception- of  Bodvorth 
whore  a special  problem  with  regard  to  feet  seems  to  exist. 
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Midwifery  and  Maternity  Services. 


Tho  number  of  cases  attended  by  domiciliary  midwives  was  610  compared 
with  670  in  the  previous  year.  There  were  655  institutional  confinements 
compared  with  647  during  the  previous  year.  This  was  the  first  full  year  in 
which  Trilene  Analgesia  was  available  to  all  patients,  and  it  is  noteworthy 
that  88%=  of  all  pationts  had  some  form  of  analgesia  during  their  domiciliary 
labour.  These  wore  distributed  as  follow:

Ante-Natal  Clinics 

A total  of  2,782  attendances  was  made  by  624  wojen  at  anto-natal  clinics 
in  the  Division  during  the  year.  The  number  of  now  cases  attending  was  548. 

In  addition  to  this,  210  mothers  made  231  attendances  at  post-natal  clinics 
during  tho  year.  Relaxation  classes  were  run  in  various  parts  of  the  Division, 
and  a total  of  1,136  attendances  was  made. 

The  ante-natal  clinic  at  Barfield  again  showed  a slight  decline  when  57 
patients  made  280  attendances  compared  with  72  patients  making  368  attendances 
in  i960.  In  addition  to  this,  20  women  made  26  attendances  for  post-natal 
examination.  246  attendances  were  made  by  expectant  mothers  to  relaxation 
classes  run  jointly  by  the  midwife  and  health  visitor. 

Infant  Welfare  Clinics 

Most  of  the  infant  welfare  clinics  in  tho  Division  continued  to  thrive,  and 
1,268  new  cases  attonded  under  the  ago  of  one  year.  During  1961  a total  of 
3,334  children  mado  40,098  attendances  at  local  authority  child  welfare  clinics. 
This  compares  with  3*018  children  who  made  34,743  attendances  in  the  previous 
year. 

The  infant  welfare  clinic  continued  with  very  little  fluctuation  in 
attendances.  During  the  year  149  children  mado  3,583  attendances,  compared 
with  i960  when  150  children  made  3*624  attendances.  Tho  total  number  of 
children  seen  for  tho  first  time  during  the  year  was  117.  This  was  a 
marked  reduction,  but  was  almost  certainly  associated  with  tho  lower  number 
of  births  registered  during  tho  year. 
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Hoalth  Visiting 


The  staffing  position  with  regard  to  hoalth  visiting  remains  stable  and  some 
progress  was  made  in  recruiting  clinic  nurses  to  relieve  health  visitors  of  some  of  the 
routino  work.  The  total  number  of  offective  visits  carried  out  by  health  visitors 
during  the  year  was  28,952.  The  small  table  below  shows  the  work  carried  out  in 
detail.

The  schemo  for  testing  of  babies  for  the  presence  of  Phonylketonuria  was 
continued  during  the  year,  and  the  health  visiting  staff  testod  1,165  babies,  all  of 
whom  wore  negative.  This  compares  with  847  babies  in  the  previous  year,  but  this 
was  the  first  full  year  of  testing.  The  figure  for  1961  represents  92,2%  of  the 
births  during  the  year. 

Home  Nursing 

The  Home  Nurses  in  the  division  made  46,895  visits  during  the  year  1961,  compared 
with  47,464  visits  during  i960.  39,985  of  those  visits  wore  to  "medical"  cases, 

6,504  to  "surgical"  cases  and  217  visits  were  made  to  Tuberculosis  patients.  The 
most  noticeablo  chango  in  thoso  figures  is  the  acute  fall  in  visits  to  Tuberculosis 
patients  who  in  the  previous  year  received  680  visits.  55%>  of  the  patients  attended 
were  over  the  ago  of  65  years,  and  this  category  claimed  nearly  r75%>  of  the  visits. 

Loan  of  Equipment  - I think  perhaps  the  availability  of  this  service  has  not 
been  appreciated  by  the  public,,  and  I give  below  the  issues  of  equipment  made  during 
tho  year.  This  may  demonstrate  the  range  which  has  and  is  being  provided  in  the  year.

During  the  year  1961  there  wero  34  severely  sub-normal  children  in  tho 
division  who  wero  under  16  years  of  ago.  31  wore  in  full-time  attendance  at 
the  throe  Training  Contros,  The  remaining  throe  wore  unable  to  be  catered 
for  duo  to  physical  as  well  as  mental  disability. 

At  the  Wombwell  Training  Centro  there  is  only  provision  for  27  pupils 
and  at  tho  end  of  the  yoar  34  pupils  wore  attending. 

I am  pleased  to  say  that  work  has  boon  started  on  both  the  extension 
and  alterations  to  Tho  Gablos  Training  Contro,  and  the  building  of  the  new 
Adult  Centro.  I hope  to  see  both  buildings  completed  boforo  tho  end  of 
1962. 
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GROUP  TRAINING 


For  the  mentally  sub-normal  adults  who  are  unable  to  attend  a Training 
Centro,  Group  Training  Classes  are  hold  in  various  parts  of  the  Division,  and 
in  cases  of  physical  handicaps  or  domestic  commitments  home  visits  are  made.

Thanks  arc  again  duo  to  tho  Parent  Teacher  Association  and  the  Wombwell 
Rotary  and  Inner  Wheel.  The  Paront  Association  has  donated  to  the  Centre  a 
tape  recorder „ Tho  Wombwell  Rotary  and  Inner  Wheel  organised  a five-day 
Whitsuntido  holiday  for  15  of  tho  mentally  sub-normal  at  Scarborough. 

Tho  staff  and  tho  children  had  their  annual  day’s  outing  to  Cleothorpes, 
and  also  enjoyed  a half-day's  outing  to  Goole  to  tho  residence  of  Canon  and 
Mrs,  Adkins.  Duo  to  the  structural  alterations  to  tho  Training  Centre  the 
Garden  Party  and  Open  Day  were  not  able  to  bo  held,  A Christmas  Fair  and 
party  were  hold  in  tho  Wombwoll  Church  Hall.  The  hiring  of  the  hall  was 
paid  for  by  the  Parent  Association  and  presents  to  tho  value  of  ton  shillings 
each  were  presented  to  the  children. 


Accommodation 

During  tho  past  year  ton  oasen  have  boon  admitted  to  hospital,  for  short- 
stay  accommodation,  which  was  appreciated  by  tho  parents. 

Mental  Health  - Psychiatry 

During  the  first  yoar  of  the  New  Mental  Health  Act,  1959*  the  Mental 
Welfare  Officers  assistod  in  tho  admission  to  Storthes  Hall  Hospital  of 
thirty-eight  patients.  Many  more  were  admittod  informally  via  the 
General  Practitioners.  In  the  course  of  tho  year  thoro  were  thirty-four 
requests  for  aftor-caro  for  patients  from  the  Storthes  Hall  Hospital, 

Tho  Mental  Welfare  Officers  also  assistod  at  two  clinics  in  tho  area. 

Tho  Psychiatric  Clinic  hold  on  a Wednesday  afternoon  at  the  Bcckott  Hospital 
and  the  Child  Guidance  Clinic  on  Thursday  afternoons  at  6 Victoria  Road, 
Barnsley.
